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A STORY CARD 

This Invention relates to a story card to be used on occasions to send messages of 
5 • pleasure, happiness, success, congratulation, celebration, Gomnifemoration. gratitude, regret 
or sympathy greetings or other remembrances. The card may be pre-printed with relevant 
text(s} or the text being left to be written by the sender; or a combination of both, and may 
have front and back leaves or may alternatively have a single leaf. The single leaf or at least 
thp front leaf of the card may have a design thereon normally having relevance to the 
10 particular occasion, Heretofore, conventional occasion cards when received may be 

displayed for a period of time and then put away for retention, but generally, they are thrown 
away. Such an existing card will hereafter be referred to as " a card of the typa stated" . 

An object of the present invention Is to provide a card wholly or partly intended for 
retention as a historical record and In which a facility Is provided for personal Information 
15 known to the sender about the recipient or relative or friend of the recipient to be written on or 
forwarded with the card. 

Accordingly, the present invention is a carriecjn which one or more detachable pages 
.of a first type and one or more detachable pages of a second type are fixed to a spine formed 
along one aide of the carrier, the breach page of the first type being pre-printBd with 
20 introductory statements Intended to be completed by the sender, and the or each page of the 
second type having provision to receive and hold one or more photographs, press cuttings or 
other items of record about or of Interest to the Intended receiver of the carrier. 

Preferably, the carrier Is a card of the type stated. The card desirably has front and 
back leaves and the spina is farmed internally of a fold between the leaves. 
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The detachable pages are preferably peelable from the spine or alternatively a side 
portion of each page Is secured to the spine with the rest of the page being separable 
thsrafrom by' a line cf perforations or Itke provision to enable ths rest of the paga to be 
detachable along the [Ine of perforations. The detachable pages are desirably pre-punched 
5 suiiabie for inserting into a ring-type or other suiiabie binder. 

An embodiment of the present Invention will now be described, byway of example, 
with reference to the accompanying drawing which shows a perspective view of an occasion 
card. 

Referring to the drawing, a carrier Is provided in the form of a card 10 of the type 
10 stated has one or more detachable pages 14 of a first type (two are shown) and one or more 
detachable pages 18 (one Is shown) of a second type fixed to & spine IB formed along, one 
side of the card 10. Each page 14 of the first type is pre-printed with introductory statements 
Intended to be completed by the sender, and the page or a series of pockets formed by sub* 
dlvfdlng the series pocket 16 of the second type has provision such as single full size 
15 translucent pocket or translucent peelable sheets on each side of a. card or a strip or corner 
mounting to receive and hold one or more photographs, press cuttings or other items of 
racord about or of interest to the Intended recipient of the card. 

The cattJ 10 has front and back leaves 12A> 123 formed from folding a single sheet of 
paper or cardboard and the spine 18 is formed Internally of the leaves 12A, 12B at the fold. 
20 The detachable pages 14, 16 are peelable or tearable from the spine 18 and are pre- 

punched suitable for Inserting Into a ting-type or other suitable binder. 

In a first modification, the pages 14,16 are capable of being re-adhered to the spine 

1B. 
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In a second modification, a page of a third type may be provided. Such a page of the 
third type may be pre-printed with a series of headings to act as an aid memoir for different 
aspects of the memory etory to be written. 

In a second embodiment (not shown), a side portion of each paga 14,16 is secured to 
5 the spine is with the rest of the page 14, is being separable therefrom by a line of 

perforations or like provision to enable the rest of the page to be detachable along the line of 
perforations. 

The carrier may alternatively be a pocket into which the pages of the first and second 
types- fixed together by the spine are inserted, the pocket befog formed from translucent .or 
10 transparent or opaque material with or without screen printing thereon. The material may be 
of plastics or cellulose. 

The pages 14,16 are used to be.oompfeted by the sender to record details of some 
• event(s) within his/her knowledge reteting to the Intended recipient of the card or to some 
deceased relative, friend or acquaintance of the recipient. On receipt of the card, the 
is recipient can keep the card for safe-keeping or can detach the pages 14,16 and insert tham 
Into a ring-type or other suitable record book for safekeeping. Detachable pages of this 
invention are suitable for use with a Personal Story and Organiser according to the invention 
described in my co-pending international Patent Application PCT/GBD2/02041 . 
The range of cards available may Include the following:-

Variations and other modifications can be made without departing from the scopa of 
the invention described above. 
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
